And although no appeal to 
his generosity went unhe^ed it 
was his particular delight to be¬ 
stow his benefactions anony¬ 
mously. Many homes have been 
cheered and many a cause has 
been assisted by funds whose 
orifTiu was not disclosed. Only! 
those more immediately con-| 
cerncd knew the wider extent of 
the late Mr. Kerryes philan¬ 
thropy. How manifold were his 
interests may not be apparent 
except to those who knew ^im 
in the years when he was more 
actively engaged in the business 
to which he owed his success in 
life. Every progressive move 
found response and support in 
his enterprising spirit. He was 
a firm lieliever in British Colum¬ 
bia and the town which bears 
his name is a fitting monument 
to the i»art he played in the call¬ 
ing to which his talents were de¬ 
voted.

HAPOLEOHIBK IN THX '{ 
< SADDLE. 

When the Treaty of Versaillaa 
was under consideration Po¬ 
land's representatives pres^ 
for boundary eonditions which 
the Siii>reme Council would notl 
grant. Thereupon Poland en¬ 
deavored to take by fore* Kus- 
sian territory it could not obtain 
by negotiation. It never would 
have embarked upon its mad in¬ 
vasion of Russia if it had not 
expected the support of Krane#, 
and when the inevitable collapse 
of that-idventure occurred and 
Russian forces surged almost to 
the gates of Warsaw France waa 
bound to help her'protege out of 
the hole into which this orgy of 
chauvinism had plunged It. 
Then came the plebiscite to de¬ 
termine the status of upper Si¬ 
lesia as prescribed by the Treaty 
of Versailles. The result of that 
procceiling did not satisfy the 
Poles Kiul so-called insurgent 
Polish forces have been trying to 
take by violence what they 
could not have under the stipu¬ 
lations of the treaty. It is this 
milit'V of cynical violations 
of The Treaty of Versailles, 
prompted by armed imperial¬ 
ism on the contirtent of 
Europe rather than by the 
legitimate requirements of 
defence or security, that 
. Ureat Britain is asked, to, sup: 
port. The day is not far distant 
'when the Government of th* 
United Kingdom will make it 
•tear that it cannot be a party 
to any alliance or understand¬ 
ing which perpetuate* this slate 
of affairs. The naked truth is 
that the policy of the “man on 
horseback" is rampant in con¬ 
genial Europe to-day and that 
is a policy to which the people of 
this Empire are traditionally op- 
. posed. The world has gained 
nothing from the overthrow of 
Hohenzollemism if Napoleonism 
has arisen in its place. 

TO PORT ANaSLES. 

To-morrow’i excursion to 
Port Angeles will be an event of 
pleasant interest to the people 
ok Vietoria and the Chamber of 
Comtacrce is entitled to congrat¬ 
ulations for its enterprise in ar- 
langing for such a capital 
meahs of dcmonstratuig the 


people of this city have long 
held for the more immediate 
community across the straits. 
Victoria looks upon Port An¬ 
geles as her next door neighbor. | 
But it may be safe .to predict 
that many.will make the exeur-| 
sion to-morrow who will be sur¬ 
prised to see the fine progress 
she has made in the de¬ 
velopment of her business dur¬ 
ing the last ten years. Those 
who have not visited Port An¬ 
geles are wont to limit their 
conception of our neighbor to a 
row of shining lights which may 
be seen every evening after 
dark. To these to-morrow’s ex-i 
cursion will be of more than I 
pasaing interest. But the chief 
significance of the event lies in 
the opportunity which it will af¬ 
ford to so many people from 
Victoria to carry th* friendly 
raeesage from one conntry to an 
•o^er. At n o time m. Gie-bistory 
of the FngTisIi-speaKTng rage hs* 
H been desirable to seize every 
available means of solidifying 
the good will and common cause 
which the soldiers of both coun¬ 
tries crj-stallizi'd in the trenches. 
Canadians and Americans under¬ 
stand one another; but there 
cannot be too many interchanges 
of thought in the manner pro¬ 
moted by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. It is the shortest cut to 
mutual trust and mutual under 
standing. After all the average 
citizen is the best diplomat. 

BAIL TEBSDS BOAD. 

One of these fine day* the 
railways o« this aiul on the 
other side of the Ajlantie arc 
going to wake up and find a 
very- serious eompetilor in the 
automobile. From the middle of 
the last century until the motor 
made its app<'arauce about a 
couple of de<-8<les ago the road 
was almost uegli-ctcd and com¬ 
plete reliance for every mo<le of 
transport was placed upou the 
railways. But jh* great high 
ways g.f this and other con¬ 
tinents are no longer auxiliaries 
to the iron way to the extent 
that is popul^l.v supposed. And 
before two decades have 

passed away who shall say that 
the railway* will not he the 
auxiliary of the roadst Up till 
quite^jreeently the monopoly of 
transport by rail was open and 
undisputed; but the same cannot 
be said to-day. The argument 
applies somevrhat more forcibly 
in Great Britain bj' resign of its 
higher state of road develop¬ 
ment ;* but when the results of 
teii years of work on the 
part *f-Canada’s good road* a* 
loeiatidns shall have been reaped 
this country will be a great deal 
less dependent upoa r«ilway 
traffic thin it is at the qtresmt 
time. Western Canada has 
many difficulties to surmount 
and it* physiral peeiiliarities 
will detennine the part which 
this section of the Dominion will 
nlsy in the evolution of road 
transport. Nevertheless there is 
substantial prospect that rail 
way monopoly is not an inde¬ 
finite condition. ’The public, the 
railway companies, and rosd 
transport between them must 
decide the problem of which 
kind of traffic shall go by rnad 
and rail respectively. Cost and 
convenience will be decisive 
factors. 

A OHAMOE or HEART? 

Ill his address at the regular 
weekly luncheon of the Conser¬ 
vative Club the other day Canon 
Hinchliflie is reported to have 
expressed tfcc view that the Gov¬ 
ernment had taken a step in the 
right direction by acquiring the 
King Edward Sanatorium at 
Tranquille. He followed up this 
opinion with a suggestion that 
the principle would have to be 
extended in. order Giat the prob¬ 
lem of tuberculosis might be 
properly dealt with. In other 
word* the second member for 
Victoria ha* arrived at the eon- 
clnsion that the interview which 
he gave upon hia recent return 
from Tranquille waa hardly fair 
judgment upon the course taken 
by the Oovenunent. He agraed 
that the provincial authoritiba 
were conducting the bnainesa of 
the institution in a thoroughl> 
capable fashion; but he qualified 
the tribute with the warning 
that “if yon are attempting to 
fight tuberculosis in B. C. you 
might as well save all the money 
of the people which you^ are 
spending." In dealing tvith 
the interview we were totally at 
a loss to understand just what 
the Canon meant by this some- 
what ambiguous observation. 
■We now find, however, that he 
does not desire the Government 
to drop its beginning because it 
cannot go all the way at thejno- 
meot^ He' c oM idera the imfwl 


prograawne to be a step in the 
right direction. That is onr 
view. It is obvionaly the Gov¬ 
ernment’s view.
